I received the disk today, and thank for you mailing it to me. Sadly it is broken and 
therefore unreadable. This, if you're curious, is pretty much the reaons why most of the 
world gave up on optical disks about 10 years ago. At this point it appears that the 
options before us are: 

a) You mail me a new disk and repeat until one of them is readable. 

b) You allow me to come in and pick up a disk during office hours rather than during some 
arbitrary subset of office hours that only apply to people picking up disks in response to 
CPRA requests for material made non-exempt by SE51421. 

c) You move into the 21st century and transfer the data to me via a cloud service. I know 
from personal experience that LAWA has used Box in the past for this. Dropbox also works 
well.
